Users of electric light and power in 
Covina, Puente, and the towns of tho 
San Gabriel valley may not all realite 
that the Pacific Light A Power Com­ 
pany and the Southern California Edi­ 
son Company nro now one corporation, 
to be known under the name of tho 
latter.

BIG ACREAGE 


f- • 


'A- reservoir site which covers 500 
acres in what is known as the Pudding- 
atone 
canyon 
near San Dimas, and 
which will havo a dam 135 feet high, 
holding 17,400 acre feet of water for 
irrigating purposes, will be built if the 
state water commission issues a permit, 
according to M. L. Hazzard of Whit- 
tier, who is one of the parties interest- 
ed, and who has been engineering the 
project for many months. 


That the project will cost over a mil­ 
lion dollars, and that the financial end 
of the deal has already been taken care 
of, is another statement made by Mr. 
Hazzard. The project in every way is 
entirely feasible, according to the best 
engineers, and its succss is only contin­ 
gent upon the state's permission to op­ 
erate. The business will be operated as 
a mutual water company, much after 
the same fashion as the Govina Irrigat­ 
ing Company, and other like irrigating 
concerns. 


The water is taken from the winter 
flood-flow 
of the San Dimas canyon, 
augmented by some of the flood-flow of 
Cattle canyon in further reaches of the 
San Gabriel canyon. A tunnel is to bo 
built from Cattle canyon to San Dimas 
canyon. This water will be diverted 
from the mouth of the San Dimas can­ 
yon and taken east of San Dimas to the 
Puddingstone damsite, which is on the 
south of the town of San Dimas. The 
diversion will be made through a con­ 
crete conduit. The site is a natural one 
for 
this purpose. 
All the territory 
around it is high hills, with only one 


outlet, at the point where the dam will 
be built. The character of the soil is 
hard clay, with an almost hermetic con­ 
dition in the shale-rock below. 


It has been many times pronounced 
to be feasible to store water in this 
amount at this place. Covina men were 
interested at one time a number of 
years ago in forming a company for 
this purpose. Under the present plan 
the reservoir will furnish a continuous 
flow of 2000 miner's inches for 200 days 
in the year, 24 hours to the day. 


The highest points in the hills direct­ 
ly south of Covina will be reached by 
the water from this dam. The bottom 
of the dam is at an elevation of 850 
feet, and the top of the water 970 feet. 
A large portion of what is known as 
the old Chapman Heights ranch, of 
Kleinmeyer ranch, lies directly under 
this dam, and there is nearly 10,000 ac­ 
res of vacant hill land in the direction 
of Puente, Walnut, and Spadre 
that 
comes under this irrigation system. 


In the event, that this project is al­ 
lowed to go through, there will undoubt­ 
edly be an unprecedented - amount of 
activity in the development of unirri- 
gated lands south of Covina and north 
of Puente. These communities will be 
the ones most benefited. There are sev­ 
eral protests against the project that 
have been filed by water and power 
companies, but it is understood 
that 
these protests are for the purpose of 
protecting 
existing 
rights, and that 
there is no legal reason why the pro­ 
posed company should not avail itself 
of all storm flow in the winter. 


COUNTY BOULEVARDS ARE BEING 
RUINED BY LACK OF MAINTENANCE 


The county of Los Angeles is allow­ 
ing over five million dollars worth of 
macadam roads to go to ruin, because 
of a squabble about bookkeeping that 
has been going on in the board of sup­ 
ervisors for over a year. 


This is a very serious situation, and 
one which the taxpayers will look back 
upon with regret, if something is not 
done-; to break the-deadlock that now 
exurte-V'* .• --—u &~ - 
.« 


"Macadam roads aye" not, built and 
then-le.t alone for all time-=they must 
be constantly maintained, as any sen­ 
sible citizen knows; One year of com­ 
plete neglect,will bring about a condi­ 
tion in macadam roadway that cannot 
be repaired in many years. And, not 
only' do we lose the efficiency of the 
roads in the meantime, but we must 
spend far more upon them when we 
get at it finally than would be the case 
if they are maintained constantly. The 
whole situation is revealed in that one 
word "maintenance." The roads must 
be kept in condition or they will go to 
complete ruin. 


The sudden stoppage of all work on 
roads has como because of a large de­ 
ficit in county funds, stated by some 
to be over a million, by others more 
than this amount. There is no evidence 
that this money has been stolen. It has 
been taken out of one fund and put 
"into another. I t can all be accounted 
for, according to the experts that have 
been working on the books, but it has 


been misappropriated—juggled 
around 
from one fund to another in a moat 
unbusinesslike juggling. 


But this has nothing whatsoever to 
do with the question of the saving of 
the roads. It is the heighth of idiocy 
to let our property go to ruin because 
someone has made a mistake in admin­ 
istration. No citizen /who pays taxes 
wants to see the magnificent boulevard 
system of Los' Angeles county ruined 
simply because the board of. supervisors 
cannot agree to a system of proper ac­ 
counting. 
' 
' W e " voted 
$3,250,000 in the first 
"good r o a d s " bond issue. We have 
since doubled that amount in work that 
has been put in on the flfty-fif ty basis 
of the property-owner and the county. 
We must conserve this investment and 
continue to make it efficient. Macadam 
roads last indefinitely if properly main 
tainod—they go to pieces in a year if 
all- work is discontinued. Many boule­ 
vards leading into the city of Los An­ 
geles are already showing the decided 
lack of upkeep. 


Did you know that these conditions 
exist I Don't you, as an owner of these 
roads, want this investment safeguard­ 
ed f 
While the board of supervisors is 
wrangling 
helplessly 
over 
something 
that certainly is i n . the category of 
spilt milk, we are losing our roads, our 
greatest asset. 
Let's get busy and 
bring pressure that will correct this 
idiocy. I t is up to the citizens and tax­ 
payers.
